We received last week, too late 
for publication, a communication 
from a citisen of the Hills com¬ 
munity, pertaining to the work of 
some vandal who is tearing down 
and defacing the mail boxes a- 
long the free delivery route which 
has lately been established. We 
fully intended publishing this let¬ 
ter, but it has been unavoidably 
mislaid. A large community »is 
'greatly benefited by the free de¬ 
livery, but it took’ some work to 
get it established, creating a good 
deal of feeling, and some cowardly 
person is venting his spite in this 
way. There is considerable evi¬ 
dence as to the guilty person’s 
identity, and should he continue in 
his underhand business steps will 
be taken toward his arrest and 
conviction. This defacing and de¬ 
struction of mail boxes is a viola¬ 
tion. of the United States postal 
laws, and the penalty is a heavy 
fine or imprisonment. 

The following is the text oi the 
Statute passed by Congress in re¬ 
gard to boxes placed along the 
free delivery routes: 

“Whoever shall hereafter wilful¬ 
ly injure, tear down, or destroy 
any letter box or recepticle estab¬ 
lished by order of the Postmaster 
General for the receipt or delivery 
of mail matter on any rural route, 
or shall wilfully break open sanit, 
deface or destroy any mail matte/ 
therein deposited, shall for every 
offense be punished by u fine of 
not more than $1000.00, c r by im¬ 
prisonment for not more than five 
years.”

Before leaving 
Mr Fetterman will look over *he 
mountain to find a suitable cross¬ 
ing to Williams River, so t’wt,. 
should a connection ever be desir¬ 
able it could easily he made.. 

The corps has been stopping at :he 
Midpoint hotel and at E. F. Not¬ 
tingham's at the foot of the m mu- 
tain. 

Mr Fetterman hsa been working 
for the “Greenbrier and Gaulcy 
River Railroad Company. ’ and 
expects in the near future to 
make connection with the latter 
river. The work, so far as it has 
progressed is very pleasing to all 
parties concerned.

There is a new pool in town. At 
the pier of the railroad brklgenear 
the mouth of Knapps Creek where 
the water was formerly but a few 
inches deep, it is now from six to 
eight feet.

Mountain, I was shown lines writ¬ 
ten by Patrick Kenney, a native of 
Ireland. He was well known to a 
number of our readers of Linn¬ 
wood section and adjacent vicini¬ 
ties in Randolph and Webster 
counties. He had been self- exi! 
ed from Ireland on account of po- 
Itical reasons, and having spent 
his youth and early manhood in 
school and university with a view 
to some church preferment, hewas 
thrown upon our shores without 
preparation for making ,a liveli¬ 
hood by any professional work, 
except occasional school teaching 
and track walking on a railway. 

His first employment after be¬ 
ing alienated from his government 
and the church toras to act as track 
walker near Cs meron, West Va. 
Then taught o casional old field 
schools, and then found/ employ 
ment as a ncwMaper^pontributor 
and became a BofiiTJnan, or litera¬ 
ry tramp. By the kindness of 
friends he was sent to the Presby¬ 
terian Hospital, in Baltimore, ahd 
had the benefit of Dr Chisholmn's 
skill, upon his eyes becoming dis- 
<•11*1 I>ir:ng his convalescence 
from this grievous affliction he 
wrote much in verse, of which this 
is a touching specimen: 

A Prayer. 

Dear Jesus, fountain of love pure, 
Give me the patience to endure 
The crushing wrongs, the bitter 
strife 

That now beset my dreary life. 

My cross is heavy. So was thine. 
The overload of sin is miner

His home is very near the, 
monument. General Lee's head 
quarters were near his residence, 
and the traces of the house he oc¬ 
cupied are quite visible. The 
Doctor has a set of .blacksmith 
tools, and can do his own horse¬ 
shoeing and repair his farming ma 
chinery. He built his office with 
his own hands. During the after¬ 
noon, Julv 17th, one hundred and 
forty-three persons'eame to his of 
ficc for medicine snd tooth pulling 
thirty teeth were extracted, and 


during the forenoon gave many 
prescriptions on the ground.* 

H. B. Slurp on Elk has fields ot 
corn that were in tassel and silk 
by the fourth of July. Hi# wefl- 
furnished and hospitable home is 
a noted resort for hunting and fish 
ing parties. He was ten year so Id 
when General Lee’s forces occu¬ 
pied Valley Mountain, and vividly 
remembers much that occurred. 
Arngng the Confederate soldier* 
were six brothers from Tennessee, 
Five died in a few weeks of each 
other, and are now in their inv si- 
bte; turf covered graves on Valley 
Mountain. Their father camt 
and obtained leave to take the last 
one from the hjMrpit^l and staid 
with him. ft is not known wheth¬ 
er he lived to get home.

We are still very much pleased 
to have your weejriy visits. When 
you come the question with us in 
ihe family is who will get vot. first 
to get the news from your section. 
If by any means you are mislaid, 
we are all very anxious to know 
what is the matter. 

Since our last writing changes 
have taken place, spring has gone 
and summer with its burning heat 
has come. April and May were 
both moderately warm and very 
dry. June was not so dry, but 
cooler for the season in this sec¬ 
tion. 

The wheat is harvested and the 
farmers are cutting their hay. The 
wheat is almost an entire failure, 
and the hay is light. Bot¬ 
tom land meadows may average 
half a crop, but much of the up¬ 
land is scarcely worth cutting. Un¬ 
less the drouth that is now on cut 
oats and corn short, they will pro¬ 
bably do well. There is an abun 
dance of corn planted. Owing ti¬ 
the wheat failure the farmers are 
making an extra effort to raist 
corn. .There is also more buck¬ 
wheat than usual sown in this sec 
tion. Potatoes, and indeed all the 
late crops promise to be good save 
the fruit which promised a good 
yield early in the season, but failed 
largely. Grapes have been saved 
by spraying them. Our gardens 
are unusually good. 

Squire Saunders and Green Ta> 
lor, of Forest Hill, are operating 
with a well digger in this section, 
and are reported to be doing good 
work. They guarantee pkuty oi 
water in every case. They charge- 
two dollars a foot, but never ex¬ 
ceed $115.00, however deep thev 
may have to dig. One day last, 
week, while digging a well onVVm 
Role’s farm they struck a pine log 
over 20 feet beneath the surface 
and claim that they would rather 
dig through rock than pine logs ot 
stumps, as they thought at first it 
might be a stump. 

Rev. Wm. Ferrell has just re 
.urned from Camp Meeting, Mt. 
Lake Park, Md., and reports a 
pleasant trip and an excellent 
meeting.
